The Striking Miners Are Beginning: 
to Resume Work in Some 
Districts. 



Wilkesbarke, Sept. 14. — The various 
Lehigh and V\ 'ilkeaharre collieries on 
the south Bide and at Bolivar Creek did 
not resume work this morning aB was 
anticipated. Superintendent Lafall 
stated that the men would resume to- 
morrow unless interfered with by 
strikers of the Vorkton colliery. Gen- 
eral Superintendent Latroup, of the the 
Lehigh Valley Coal Co., went to Hazel- 
ton this morning to arrange with the 
employes, if possible, for an adjustment 
of their grievances. 

Pittsbdrg, Sept. 14, — Work has been 
resumed in a number of mines, and it is 
expected that all will be running full on 
Thursday morning. The general senti- 
ment along the Wheeling division is for 
an early resumption. The women 
marchers who were arrested yesterday 
were released on bail and were at 
minerE' headquarters to-day, where they 
met a number of other women from 
Plum Creek, line of them eaid : "We 
are going to march to-morrow morning 
and will not let the deputies stop us." 



YELLOW FEVER. 

Five Additional Cases Announced in New 
Orleans. 

New Orleans, Sept. 14. — At noon to- 
day the hoard of health announced five 
additional suspected caseB of yellow 
fever. Reports from Ocean Springs Bay 
t'irere have been four now cases. 

Washington, D.C., Sept. 1L— Sur- 
geon-General Wyraan to-day received a 
despatch from Dr. Guiteraa, the govern- 
ment expert at Mobile, Ala., concerning 
the yellow fever situation there. lie re- 
ports two eases as suspicious and one as 
yellow fever. Dr. Gaines reports one 
new ease at Berkley. The surgeon-gen- 
eral ordered 200 wall tents to be shipped 
immediately from St. Louis to Surgeon 
Young, at Memphis, Tenn., there to be 
held till further orders. 

Jackson, MiBS., Sept. 14.— The people 
here have continued to be greatly excit- 
ed over the fever outbreak. During the 
last night and to-day people continue to 
leave the city. The chief interest cen- 
tred in Admars, twenty miles distant, 
where Dr. I'arnell, tho fever expert, 
last night reported three suspect cases 
nut of a total of thirty. The city is sur- 
rounded on all sides by an armed guard, 
and the utmost vigilance prevails. 

SIR JULIAS PADNCEFOTE. 

Even Labby Has a Good Word to Srty For 
Him. 

London, Sept. 1-1.— Truth this after- 
noon says : " A great honor is reserved 
for Sir Julian Pauncefote, which was 
not conferred on any of his diplomatic 
colleagues. According to the regula- 
tions, he would retire in 1898, but Lord 
Salisbury lias extended his term of office 
at Washington for twelve months. It 
is a very great compliment to Sir Julian 
Pauncefote, who deserves it. lie has 
proved altogether tho right man in an 
especially perilous position.

BURYING THEIR DEAD. 

A Mournful Spectacle as the Result oT the 
Hazelton Fight. 

Hazeiton, Pa., Sept. 13.— The funeral 
of eight of the minerB shot by the depu 
ties took place to-day. The bands winch 
led the line beat mournful tunes, and 
following the hearses trudged a double 
file of miners. When the start to the 
cemetery waB made the coffina contain 
ing the bodies of the eight persons 
were carried each by ten miners in the 
regalia of St. Joseph, and the line 
proceeded to the church. A crowd of 
fully five thousand jammed the streets 
in the immediate neighborhood, but 
there was no disorder of any kind. The 
platform originally intended for the 
etreet in front of the building, had been 
erected before the altar, and here tho 
cofGna were laid while Father Tust and 
a number of Polish priests celebrated 
pontifical mass. In the meantime a 
gang of miners in the cemetery were 
blasting rocks to make space for a large 
circular grave, in which all the hodieB 
were interred. There were brief ser- 
vices at the grave, and several of the 
clergymen made addresses urging the 
miners to maintain order.

— Blue books have 
been issued giving the replies of colonial 
premiers to the dispatch of Secretary of 
State for the Colonies Chamberlain, in 
1895, with the view of ascertaining the 
extent of the displacement of British 
goods by foreign goods. Their main con- 
clusions are that British manufacturers 
still make the best class of goods witli 
the exception of machinery, in supply- 
ing which the United States is. most suc- 
cessful, although Canada is a successful 
competitor.

Winnipeg, Sept. 14. — (Special) — Prof. 
Xormau Collie, F.R.S., and Mr. George 
P.Baker, F.R.G.S., of the famouB Al- 
pine Club, have rested from their labors 
this season, and passed through Winni- 
peg to-day on their way to England. 
Theee gentlemen with their Swiss guide, 
P. Sarbach, of the Zermatt valley, and 
others have explored a considerable re- 
gion hitherto unknown except to the 
geological survey, about forty miles 
northwest of Laggan. They discovered 
larger mountains, loftier peaks and more 
extensive ice-fields than any in the 
Kocky Mountains proper. The moun- 
tains form into two ranges running north, 
which the gentlemen inquestion propose 
to name the Freehiield and Balfour 
ranges respectively. The peaks in these 
ranges average the tremendous height of 
from 1-1,000 to 15,000 feet elevation from 
the sea, 



Ottawa, Sept. 14. — (Special)— A stock 
company of Ottawa capitalists is being 
formed to arrange for the construction of 
a balloon from the design of Jose de 
Leterle, which will be used for the trans- 
port of passengers, freight and govern- 
ment mails from Edmonton to the Yu- 
kon goldfields. About $1,000 has been 
subscribed and the balloon is expected 
to be ready within three weeks, when 
the trial trip will take place in this city. 
The motive power of the baloon will be 
Buch that will not be affected by climate, 
cold or damp atmosphere, and it will 
travel close to the ground. 

Major Walsh, administrator of Yukon, 
is in the city and will remain for a few 
days making his arrangements for his 
departure for the West. Ho leaves Ot- 
tawa on Thursday week, 

In those military districts where the 
district paymasters have been retired or 
relieved of their duties, it is contem- 
plated by the militia department to im- 
pose this work on the district officers 
commanding.

— The morning pa- 
pers contain despatches from Constanti- 
nople asserting that all the ambassadors 
are now in receipt of instructions en- 
abling them to come to a full agreement 
on the terms of Lord Salisbury's pro- 
posals for the constitution of an interna- 
tional commission representing the six 
powers, to assume control of the rev- 
enues which Greece guarantees in pay- 
ment of tho interest to the holders of 
bonds, as well as the payment of the in- 
demnity.

Itobilliard, the absconding ticket agent 
of the Grand Trunk, has been traced to 
New York. An examination of his 
books was completed to-day, and shows 
a large shortage in his accounts. Two 
days before his departure he stole an ex- 
press parcel containing money, shipped 
Irom Quebec to a British Columbia 
point.

Coroner's Inquest Into the Cause ol the Ac- 
cident. 

Emporia, Xas., Sept. 14. — A coroner's 
inquest over the bodies of the recent 
Santa Fe wreck was begun here yester- 
day.

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RELIEVING GULISTAN. 

How General Yeatman Biggs Drove Back 
Hie Enemy. 

Simla, Sept. 11.— General Yeatman 
Biggs, advancing along the Samana 
ridge to the relief of Fort Gulistan, 
found the enemy entrenched in consider- 
able force in the Gozra hills. The third 
Goorkha regiment stormed the position. 
One Sepoy wbb killed and live were 
wounded. General Yeatman Biggs 
haa relieved Sangar, one of 
the posts on the Samara ridge, 
which has been attacked. The garrison 
had made a sortie and captured a stan- 
dard. A mounted messenger was sont 
on by General Yeatman Biggs to inform 
the garrison f>t Fort Gulietan that relief 
was coming. The commander also sent 
guns to tne foot of the hills near 
Fort Gulistan, which shelled the 
enemy, and to some extent diverted at- 
tention from the fort. The enemy is 
visibly Btrong in force at Saraghari, and 
it is feared that, flushed with their suc- 
cess in the capture of that police post, 
they may attack Fort G ulistan so fiercely 
that the garrison will be unable to hold 
out until General Yeatman Bigga ar- 
rives. 

GERMANY'S NAVY. 

Its Strengthening Strongly Advocated by 
the Berlin Colonial Society. 

Bekun, Sept. 14.— At a meeting of the 
Colonial Society last night, Herr Kiiase- 
row, formerly Prussian minister at 
Hamburg, delivered an address advocat- 
ing a Btrong navy for uermany. Jle 
said: "The present navy could not 
prevent a blockude of German harbors 
and the destruction of important 
seaports. German diplomacy will 
always try to avert a quarrel with 
England, but if such a conflict ever oc- 
curs Germany would be obliged to seek 
allies among powers who would estimate 
the value of the alliance with reference 
to Germany's strength as naval power. 
Without averting to competition 
with England or France, he 
urged the necessity of a steady de- 
velopment of the fleet to meet the needs 
of the second commercial power in the 
world. The Bociety unanimously adopt- 
ed a resolution in accordance with the 
views of Herr Kusserow, which will be 
forwarded to the emperor,

A STRANGE PROPOSAL. 

A New Idea in Asking for Privileges in the 
Yukon. 

Toronto, Sept. 14. — (Special) — J. K, 
Kerr, Q.C., left to-night for Ottawa to 
lay before the government a somewhat 
unusual proposition. Mr. Kerr repre- 
sents a company of capitalists who pro- 
pose to send to Klondyke a body ot 200 
picked men, who shall engage in mining 
operations, but shall, in addition, be 
ready at any time to assist the North- 
west Mounted Police in maintain- 
ing order in tho event of any 
disturbance. Men would be sworn in as 
guardians of the peace before leaving for 
the West, and excellent material can be 
secured, as is shown by the fact that 
many old members of the Mounted 
Police and members o( Toronto volun- 
teer corps have already signified their 
desire to join the expedition.

P.R. She had only reached Banff when 
the news of the Alette's loss reached 
her. The captain has the name of being 
a hard man to get along with, which ac- 
counts for the desertions. The fact that 
he was partial to those of his own na- 
tionality is also patent from the fact 
that the Norwegians stuck to him. He 
was, however, a jolly man on ehore, and 
made many friends here. On her last 
voyage his ship carried 1,044,25!) feet of 
lumber from tho Hastings mill.

GREAT MINING SCHEME. 

President of the Reco Wants to Run a Tun- 
nel Two Miles Long. 

The Kootenaian says that John M. 
Harris, president of the Reco Mining 
Company, has conceived the idea of 
driving a crosscut tunnel through Noble 
Five mountain. The tunnel would be 
two miles long, twelve feet high, wide 
enough for a double car track, and 
chambered the entire length so as to al- 
low for drainage and natural ventilation. 
These workings would tap at a great 
depth, thousands oE feet in some in- 
stances, and within a distance of 
two mileB the following rich h- i If, 
all of which parallel through 
the main Slocan belt, lying be- 
tween Seaton creek and the south 
(or main) fork of Carpenter creek : The 
Payne, Washington, Reco, Noble Five, 
Goodenough, Slocan Boy, Robert E. Lee, 
American Boy, Ajax, Last Chance, 
Deadman, Antoine, and Ruby Silver, 
Best, Rambler, Cariboo, Dardanelles, 
Texas, Omega, Blue Bird and Gray Cop- 
per, not to mention the many rich blind 
leads supposed to exist in this pheno- 
menal mineral zone. The exit of the 
tunnel will be below Sandon, near the 
Canadian Pacific tracks. 



CANON GORE. 



To the Editor— In a footnote of Fri- 
day's paper you speak of " Canon 
Charles Gore, M.A., of Westminster Ab- 
bey, the famous and learned author of 
Lux Mundi." Without question it is 
this work which won him his Canonry, 
at the same time it must be borne in 
mind this book drew down a heavy de- 
nunciation from Archdeacon Denison, of 
the same school of thought as Mr. Gore. 
And why? Because he strove for some 
of the very same points as the late 
BiBhop of Natal, Dr. Colenso, in his 
" Pentateuch and book of Joshua Critic- 
ally Examined," etc. Now, for his 
viawsitwas sought for years to drive 
the Bishop of Natal from his See by the 
erstwhile Metropolitan of Capetown, Dr. 
Gray; first, by sitting in judgment up- 
on him, himself with assessors (having 
declared at the outset they would not be 
over-ruled by the Privy Council, though 
they were). Then by getting his 
income from the Colonial Bishoprics 
fund stopped by the trustees (also 
overruled by Romilly, M.R., in Natal, 
Gladstone.) Then by claiminc to ex- 
communicate the Bishop of Natal from 
the steps of Pietermarit/burg cathedral 
ami keeping him out (again overruled 
by Hill's privy council); and lastly when 
thwarted by the Queen's courts by start- 
ing a sect of his own as " The Church ol 
South Africa," to shew the Church of 
England how Dr. Gray could keep the 
faith (this body is to be found at this 
day in part of Capetown and Xatal and 
in Grahamstown diocese); and by con- 
secrating another — the Rev. W. K. 
Macrorie— as Bishop of " Maritzburg," 
a place unknown in geography. 

Further, when Dr. Colenso was asked 
when in England by Lean Stanley to 
preach in Westminster Abbey he was 
stopped and his sermon only bsuv the 
light thro' the Contemporary Review. 

For holding these same opinions as to 
our Lord's naturn, a score of yeara later 
the Rev. Charles Gore gets, indeed, a 
denunciation from an Archdeacon (Dr. 
Colenso bad well nigh the whole Kpieco- 
pal Bench to battle with), hut a Can- 
onry at Westminster to boot. The ques- 
tion is, are our manners changing for the 
better or is a High churchman allowed 
where a Broad churchman is forbidden? 
The answer ueeda looking to.

THE GOVERNMENT 

RAILWAY POLICY, 

We quote the following from the edi- 
torial columns of the jS'ews- Advertiser of 
September 12 : 

Look at the action of the govern inent 
during the last two sessions. On many 
things they had uo policy. On the few 
things on which they did strike a definite 
line, the result has either been a 
negative one or one of disaster to the in- 
terests of the province. It is only neces- 
sary to refer to the so-called " Railway 
Policy " of last session as a striking 
illustration of a policy without results. 
At the same time, had that policy have 
brought forth anything it would have 
been little less than disaster— a heavy 
load upon the people; the enrichment of 
a few speculators and some half-com- 
pleted railways, which would have made 
still heavier demandB on the provincial 
taxpayers before they would have been 
of the least utility. 

If this wero anything but words, il 
there were the slightest foundation in 
fact for it, if during the time when the 
railway policy was before the house, 
either the News-Advertiser or Mr. Cot- 
ton had taken such an attitude against 
it as is above indicated, it would be a 
very formidable indictment; but when 
it id examined in the light which the 
history of last session and subsequent 
events cast upon it, tke result shows 
that the Vancouver paper's brave show 
of words is mere " Sound and fury, signi- 
fying nothing. 1 ' There is not the least 
necessity for anyone to apologise for the 
railway policy of the government, which 
waB bold and comprehensive, and is 
destined to be crowned with success, 

In considering British Columbia in 
connection with needed railway develop- 
ment, the province is naturally divided 
into three sections, not including Van- 
couver iBfand. There is the northern 
section, which may for convenience be 
called Casaiar ; there is the central sec- 
tion, which may for convenience be 
called Cariboo ; and there is the south- 
ern section, which may in the same way 
be designated Kootenny. 1 n all these sec- 
tions there is a prospect of great mineral 
development, and to aid in this develop- 
ment railways are necessary. The gov- 
ernment policy as outlined in the legis- 
lation of last session is as follows : 

For the Cassiar eection: In aid of a 
railway from Taku Inlet to Lake Teelin 
5,200 acres per mile ; in aid of railway 
from Glenora to Teslin Lake, 5,200 per 
mile; in aid of a railway from Telegraph 
Creek to Dease Lake, a lio-year lease of 
10,400 per mile. 

For the Cariboo section: In aid of a 
railway from Bute Inlet to Quesnelle, 
$1,000 a mile. 

For the Kootenay section: In aid of a 
railway from the Coast, with a Victoria 
connection, to Boundary Creek, ft ,000 a 
mile, this subsidy being divided into 
three parts, each part applying to a sec- 
tion of the route, this arrangement hav- 
ing been made ho that the government 
might arrange witli one company to 
build the whole line or with any com- 
pany to build any portion of it. 

Wo think it will he conceded that this 
policy is sufficiently comprehensive and 
that if it meets with success will prove 
of vast benefit to the province, The 
News-Advertiser Bays it is " a policy 
without results." Thia policy became 
the law of the land less than four uiontliB 
ago, not a very long time, we suggest, to 
wait for a policy to bring forth its fruits. 
But it has not been without reeults. 
Surveying parties are, or have been, in 
the field on the three Cassiar lines, and 
there is no room for doubt that befoie 
the close of next season all three lines 
will lie built. A very favorable report, 
has been received as to the Taku-Teslin 



route, and the announcement is made 
that the line will be built at once. The 
question as to the Glenora-Teslin line is 
not as to its being built, but as to who 
will have the privilege of building it. 
The Cassiar Central project has, accord- 
ing to the latest advices from London, 
passed out of the prospective stage and 
become an assured fact. 

We are not in a position to speak of 
the present status of the Coast-Cariboo 
project. When Mr. R, P. Rithct left the 
city for San Francisco a mouth or bix 
weeks ago, he was confident that he 
would be in a position to begin work on 
the line within the time limited by the 
subsidy act. The project is ono calling 
for a very large sum of money, and time 
is necessary to finance a project involving 
millions. 

The Coast-Kootenay project bangs 
fire, but why? The government gave all 
that the promoters of the through line 
asked for, gave what they said would be 
ample to enable them to finance the pro- 
ject, gave every dollar that Dr. Milne's 
company or Mr. Heinze's company 
thought they ought to give, and hb much 
as anyone ever suggested thnt the pro- 
vince should give in aid of such a rail- 
way. Indeed it is a fact known to every- 
one that if it had not been for the un- 
oeetuly wrangle al Ottawa in regard 
to the Dominion subsidy the line would 
now be under construction. The pro- 
vincial cash subsidies were predicated 
upon the assumption that the Dominion 
would supplement them, and the failure 
of the latter to do bo cannot be laid at 
the door of Hon. Mr. Turner and his col- 
leagues. It is notorious that Mr. Max- 
well, M. P., who iB now cheek 
by jowl with the News-AdvertiBer in the 
effort to turn out the provincial ministry 
was largely instrumental in frustrating 
the consummation of at least a portion 
of the Coast-Kootenay railway project 
during the present year. That the gov- 
ernment policy in regard to the road 
will bring forth good results next year 
is hardly a matter of doubt. 

We are told that this broad and com- 
prehensive policy will only bring forth 
disaster. This, Mr. Cotton, M. PP., tells 
us in the News-Advertiser. He took 
care to Bay nothing of the kind in the 
legislature. He supported the subsidies 
to the liueB of Teslin lake; he voted for 
the second reading of the CasBiar-Cen- 
tral Railway bill; be declared that he 
thought the company was dealing liber- 
ally with the province; he opposed the 
Coast-Cariboo road only because he 
was not quite certain that this was the 
best way to open up Cariboo; he raised 
no objection to the Coast-Kootenay sub- 
sidy except the general one that the 
province should have Bomo interest in the 
subsidized roads. To do him full justice 
it must be added that he favored the 
government construction of the road 
from Penticton to Boundary Creek. He 
spoke on the second reading of the gen- 
eral subsidy bill and the Caasiar-Ceutral 
bill, he took part in the debates on these 
measures in committee, but we have 
ae trched in vain through the reports of 
his own speeches in his own paper for a 
single suggestion that disaster would 
follow the government railway policy, 
if it proved successful. And yet if it is 
true now that this policy was freighted 
with disaster, if it meant the enrich- 
ment of a few speculators, if it meant 
that the provincial taxpayers would have 
to meet heavy demands to finish the half 
completed railways begun under it — wo 
say if theBe things are true now they 
were true then, and yet Mr. Cotton sat 
in his place in the house dumb, abso- 
lutely dumb, so far as these these things 
are concerned, and the whole session 
passed without his paper containing one 
word of warning against the impending 
peril. Will Mr. Cotton and the News- 
Advertiser say that that they did not 
sec these things then? The public have 
a right to an answer to this question. I f 
they did not see them then, when was 
the veil lifted from their eyes, what was 
the nature of that veil and how was it 
lifted? The public have a right to an 
answer to these questions in order to 
judge of the sincerity of the position 
which Mr. Cotton now takes in his 
paper. 

If the things are true which we are 
now told in regard to the government's 
railway policy, surely tiie time to have 
said them was before that policy became 
law; surely the time to have epoken was 
when it was possible to avert the disas 
tor. Why did not Mr. Cotton speak as 
lie now speaks through his paper? Why 
did he not make the NewB- Advertiser a 
means of appealing to the people to arise 
and avert so great a disaster? Why did 
he not take some occasion in the half 
score of times at least that he was on his 
feet during the discussion of the railway 
policy to drop a hint that the evil con- 
sequences above foretold were involved 
in that policy? The News-Advertiser 
has told us of the " unscrupulous game 
etera " who misled the peoplo three 
years ago. Will it now tell tia what sort 
of a gamester Mr. Cotton was, and what 
his game was, that he kept silent him- 
self and kept his paper silent upon the 
vital matters which he now, wheu it iB 
too late, professes to believe will result 
from the conduct of tho government in 
regard to railways? 

The Klondyke gold is not coining out 
in shiploads, but in detachments eo to 
speak. All told there has been over %2 t 
000,000 of the yellow dust brought out 
this year, not including whnt tho Excel 
sior may carry. And thia is only a part 
and probably tho smaller part, of what 
has been taken out. 



MORE WORLD 

MISREPRESENTATION. 

It is bad enough to have to correct the 
misstatements and forgerieB of open ad- 
versaries; but it iB infinitely worse to 
have to reply to those of professed friends^ 
On Monday night the World referred to 
an article in Sunday's Colonist, headed 
"A Farce in Politics." That article 
apoke of a letter from Hon. D. W. Hig- 
gins. The World says "A search for the 
document did not succeed in finding it." 
How very thorough the search must 
have been will bo obvious when we state 
that the letter was in the first column 
of the 7th page of the same paper. 
Little nasty slurs of the kind quoted 
show better than anything else the char- 
acter of the paper making them. Hav- 
ing made this break, the World proceeds 
to correct certain "mistakes" which it 
alleges the Colonist has made. The only 
difference between anything that the 
Colonist said and anything that the 
World sayB in its Btatement of fact8 iB 
that the Colonist said that Hon. Mr. 
Turner is the only member of the pre- 
sent cabinet who was in the cabinet of 
1S90. The World Bays the Hon. Mr. 
Pooley was also in the cabinet. We Bee 
by the Parliamentary Companion that 
the World is right. The World in its 
Btatement of facts says Borne things that 
the Colonist did not say, but in point of 
fact the Colonist has never attempted 
to state the facts regarding redistribu- 
tion. So far as the World has Bet us 
right about Mr, Pooley we are obliged to 
it. 

Having done this the World saya that 
the Colonist is "at fault in tho asser- 
tion that a redistribution bill cannot be 
introduced until after the result of the 
next census ig known." The Colonist 
never said anything of the kind, nor had 
anything of the kind in view. There 
has not appeared a line in the Colonist 
on which the World has any right what- 
ever to baBe such an aasertion. Under 
ordinary circumstances we would sup- 
pose that our contemporary had Bim ply 
got matters mixed up in some unaccount- 
able way, but in view of the very recent 
occasion wheu it denied categorically that 
it had ever printed an article 
copied from its columns a few 
days before, we feel constrained 
to ask our contemporary to give us some 
idea of the rules of morality by which it 
squares its conduct. In case the World 
Bhall say, as it did on that occasion, that 
it never printed what we now allege it 
did, we tell it that the misstatement in 
question is found in its issue of Monday, 
September 13, 1S97, page i, column 1, 
and in the closing clause of the last 
Bentence but one of ita leading article. 



engage the attention of tho Farmers' In- 
stitutes, when organized, as vre hope 
they soon will be in considerable num- 
bers. Improvement in stock should bo 
one of the objects of theso co-operative 
organizations. It costs no more to raiEe 
a good animal than it does to raise a 
poor one. With the fine home market 
for Bheep and lambs there is every in- 
centive to our farmers to take this mat- 
ter in hand. 



The Columbian talks about the" cow- 
ardly BitbterfugeB " of the Colonist. 
Our readers must understand that when 
an opposition paper shrieks out itH de- 
sire to discuss redistribution, and the 
Colonist asks what it ia to understand 
by redistribution, it resorts to " a cow- 
ardly subterfuge "—in the opinion of 
the opposition newspaper. Now, we 
most humbly submit that when the op- 
position, or a fragment of that disinteg- 
rated body, formally lays down redistri- 
bution as the first plank in its platform, 
it ia to be presumed that something ap- 
proaching a definite plan has been de- 
cided upon. If no such plan has been 
decided upon, then the redistribution 
plank is a fraud, a delusion and a snare. 
If one has been decided on, we submit 
that we have a right to know what it iB 
before discussing it. Possibly the voters 
of British Colum bia will be edified and 
instructed by the epithets which our op- 
position friends hurl at the Colonist, 
and will not ask for particulars about re- 
distribution. Perhaps they will be con- 
tent to have the election run upon the 
News- Advertiser's " first and necessary 
issue," namely, the repealed redistribu- 
tion act of 1890. Rut we doubt it very 
much. We think that before the oppo- 
sition can make redistribution an issue, 
they must tell the voters what it meaiiB, 
when it ia to take effect and what dis- 
tricts are to be affected. 



THE HOME MARKET FOR SHEEP. 

The monthly consumption of sheep in 
Victoria alone amounts to almost 3,000. 
From this it may be inferred that the 
total consumption in British Columbia 
is between 10.000 and 12,000 a month at 
least, or 120,000 to 144.000 a year. By 
far the greater number of theBe sheep 
are imported, principally from Oregon. 
We invite tho farmers of the .province to 
give this matter their attention. It is 
certainly important. It means that if 
they were able to supply the home mar- 
ket with its lamb and mutton they 
would have the $300,000 or so that goes 
out to the farmers of Oregon every year. 
That ia to say, if the farmers of this 
province would put themselves in a posi- 
tion to supply this one demand, they 
would have a thousand dollars a day 
more to divide among them than they 
have now. It must not be forgotten 
that the market is a growing one in the 
province, and the Yukon country will 
take many thousands of sheep every 
year. 

The experience of farmers in New 
Brunswick, where sheep have to be fed 
at the barns for live or Bix months eve-y 
year, is that it pays to raise them. On 
the islands and many parts of tho main- 
land of this province it would not be 
necessary to keep sheep up at any time 
during the year, ami if they pay in New 
Brunswick they ought to pay better here. 
The suggestion is not that any oneBhould 
go extensively into the business, but 
that more farmers should keepsome sheep, 
and those who keep them now should in- 
crease their flocks. 

It ia quite time that greater attention 
was paid to farming in this province than 
has been the caeo during the last few 
years. The public mind has been so ex- 
cited over mining that the more prosaic 
but more important industry of husban- 
dry has almost been loBt Bight of. 
Yet the market for farm produce 
is large and steadily growing, and 
though we can raise at home most of 
the things we need, we continue to send 
abroad hundreds of thousands of dollars 
for them every year. It would bo a 
good plan to make a beginning by an 
efl'ort to supply from home sources tho 
demand for lambs and mutton. 1'ob- 
sibly the domestic breeds of sheep need 
improving. It is quite likely that they 
do, for it ia necessary to have frequent 
importations of now blood to keep aheop 
up to a high standard. We venture the 
suggestion that if the legislature would 
appropriate a few thousand dollars to bo 
invested in an importation of good ramB 
and ewes of approved breeds, they would 
sell quickly at auction at prices that 
would nearly, if not quite, recoup the 
outlay. *Even if they did not, the ad- 
vantage to the farming community 
to have improved breeds of sheep 
would more than compensate for tho 
outlay. This is a Bubject which should

An absurd story is being circulated in 
Vancouver to the effect that the govern- 
ment gave $1,000 to aesiBt Victoria in en. 
tertaining the visiting members of the 
British Association. Tho government 
did not give one dollar for any such pur- 
pose. The expense of entertaining the 
members of the British Association, so 
far as there was any expense not borne 
by the Association itself, was paid out of 
money contributed by a voluntary com- 
mittee of citizens. Probably the atory 
originated from tho fact that the legis- 
lature of British Columbia, in common 
with most if not all the other legisla- 
tures of the Dominion, appropriated a 
Bum of money towards the expenses of 
the meeting of the British Association 
in Canada, the condition of the vote 
being that the Association, or a repre 
sentative portion thereof, should visit 
the province. If some memherB of tho 
Association Btayed a little longer in Vic- 
toria than elsewhere in the province it 
was because the people here made a 
some efi'ort to keep them. 



We print a letter from Mr. Thonia 
Hooper, architect of the Colonist build- 
ing now in course of erection on Broad 
street, in regard to the aasertion mad 
in the Times that workmen were im- 
ported from the United Statea to work 
on that structure. A more complete de- 
nial than that made by Mr. Hooper can 
not be suggested, yet we do not indulge 
the hope that the Times will correct its 
error and withdraw its insinuations 
based upon it. 

Mb. Secretan, in his interview which 
we print to-day, speaks of the Btrong 
anti-British feeling among the American 
miners on the Klondyke. It may be 
necessary to draw the strings a little 
tighter up in the North if this thing con- 
tinues. The Americans in the Yukon 
are there on sull'erunce only, and if they 
make themselves too obnoxious they 
may find their privileges very greatly 
curtailed.

Should a mint be 
established in the Dominion, British 
Columbia would be the proper location 
for such an enterprise, and in that case 
it would bo Ln the heart of the mineral 
belt, and in the immediate vicinity of 
mines and smelters. The profits would 
soon pay for the plant, and Canada's 
good money would remain at home. —

Editor : — I obeerve in the Vic- 
toria Times a statement that " workmen 
have been imported from the United 
States to work on the new Colonist 
building now being erected on Broad 
street." 

In reply, I have to say that this state- 
ment is wholly false. I believe every 
stonecutter on the building haB lived in 
Victoria at least three years. Mr. 
Woods, the contractor for the stone cut- 
ting, is an Englishman, who had charge 
of the stone cutting on the parliament 
buildings, the post otlice, and I believe 
the Bank of Montreal. He has seven 
men in his employ. Two of them were 
born in Victoria, I believe. Three of the 
others have been here, to my knowledge, 
for live years, and the other two have 
been here, to my knowledge, for at least 
three years. 

The contractor for the whole work is 
J. E. Thomas. He is a Victorian, and 
has been here for fully twelve yearB. He 
superintends the brick work himself. 
He employs six bricklayers and Bix or 
seven laborers. Of the six bricklayers 
four were born in Victoria, and the 
other two have been in Victoria as long 
is I have, that is seven years. The 
aborers are all old Victoria residents. 

The contractor for the carpenter work 
is J. Post. He has Jived here seven 
years to my knowledge. Twoof his men 
are members of the Fifth Regiment 
band, and the others have been around 
luildinge in Victoria ever Bince I have 
been here. 

The galvanized iron contractor, Henry 
Corley, has been in Victoria at least as 
long as I have, and so are the men who 
are employed by him on the building. 

John Colbert, the plumber, is an old 
Victorian. 

Hales & Bell, who have the contract 
for the roofing and cement, have been 
ong enough in Victoria to be permanent 
committeemen in the Liberal party. 

As a matter of fact the majority of the 
men working on the building are of that 
political faith. It is well known that 
Hales & Bell will not employ anyone ex- 
cept British subjects. 

The iron work was done at the Albion 
Iron WorkB. 

I have mentioned above all the men 
who are employed on the buildintr.

SIXTY THOUSAND MEN. 

A String Force Ready to Pounce Upon and 
( ' Punish the Tribesmen. 

Simla, Sept. 14.— There are now 50,000 
men and ninety maxim guns mobilized 
on the frontier and in the garrisons. 
Everything is ready for the advance 
from Shabkdari, and the men are in 
splendid condition. The lower Mob- 
mands, on the border, are anxious to 
submit on any terms, but the main body 
is still ready to light. It is reported 
that the Mulah of Haddah has 
failed to raise the gathering he 
expected, and will retire on Tirahu. 
Fort Ueelistan is still hard pressed 
by the enemy. In a sortie the garrison 
succeeded in capturing three standards. 
The column of Gen. Yeatman Biggs was 
duo to arrive there this morning. The 
principal difficulty which the Mohmands' 
punitive expedition has encountered is 
getting BtoreB and transport to the front. 
The entire railway between Peshawaur 
and Meerut is practically blocked for 
lack of engines. Long lines of loaded 
trucks are waiting to be forwarded. All 
the trains are being used to hurry the 
troops to the front. Sir Portab Hingha, 
Mahrjarah of Patiola, has arrived at 
Pesl awaur.

LEAVES FROM A DIARY.

Engineer Secretau Telia 
His Trip to the 
Yukou.

Some Interesting- Details of Exper- 
iences Gleaned iu tlie "North 
Couutree." 



Mr. J. H. E. Secretan, who arrived 
on Monday from Dawson City, via St 
Michael's, on the steamer Humboldt, 
has furnished tho following extracts from 
a copious diary kept by hirn during his 
trip through the Yukon country, which 
will be as interesting as they are per- 
fectly reliable. Mr. Secretan has under- 
gone all the hardships associated even 
with a trip undertaken at a favorable 
season of the year, with an ample supply 
of everything needful, and comprised of 
men inured to work of the nature re- 
quired from those who set out for the 
diggings in the Klondyke region. 

Of Dawson City, that Mecca of the 
thousands of pilgrimB who are now striv- 
ing to make their painful way through 
the passes, Mr. Secretan has also some- 
thing to say— but let the diary apeak for 
itself : 

" Leaving Ottawa on the 5th of April 
I arrived in Victoria on the 14th, and on 
the 15th sent a party of four men up on 
the\ Topeka for Juneau. The boat was 
crowded with Mounted Police, and I 
stayed behind to order some canoes, and 
sailed on the Mexico on the 25th. Left 
Juneau on the .'50th on the small steamer 
Alert, and arrived at Dyea on May 1st. 
Dyea is a very hard place at which to 
make a landing; there is a big tide 
which uncovers about two milea of Band 
flats. Next day I found my men were 
only six milea up the Dyea river. I had 
ordered from Juneau about 5,000 pounds 
of provisions, calculated to last about 
four months, which they were busy 
transporting towards the summit. The 
first detachment of the Mounted Police 
crossed the summit on May 20th. 
I arrived at Dyea on May 7th and walk- 
ed to Sheep Camp, a distance of fourteen 
miles, that day. Crossed tho summit 
on the 8th in a snowstorm, which was so 
violent that near the summit I could 
not see the man ahead of me, a distance 
of ten feet. Arrived at Lake Linderman 
that night, 1) miles. The estimated dis- 
tance to the summit is IS miles, and itis 
probably 3,300 feet above sea level. Lake 
Linderman is 2,150 feet above the sea 
and the thing that struck me as most re- 
markable about this route is that the 
head waters of the Yukon river are prac- 
tically only 27 miles from salt water. 
Therefore, although it is an abrupt pass, 
it is decidedly the shortest that can be 
found. 

On the llth of May I found the ice still 
in Lake Linderman, and had to camp 
there until the 28th of May, experienc- 
ing very bad weather the whole time, 
rain, biiow and uales of wind. Moved 
on to the foot of the lake on 28th May 
by boat and canoe, and put in order for 
lumber at Lake Bennet which I did not 
get until June 2nd. The ice went out of 
Lake Linderman on June 1st. 1 built 
my boat in three days and a half. She 
was built of 2-inch plank right through, 
20 feet long, 7 '.j foot beam and three feet 
deep, with an estimated capacity of 5,000

pounds and b'ix men. She carried a 
square sail, 14 feet by 10 feet. I Bailed 
on Sunday night, the 6th, from Lake 
Bennet, and arrived at the White Horse 
canyon on the 10".h, which is considered 
the first obstacle of any moment. Look- 
ed over the situation there and decided 
to run everything loaded. On the llth ran 
the canyon, ami the rapids and the 
White Horse. The canyon is 3,300 feet 
long and very swift water, but I don't 
consider it dangerous. There is then a 
mile and a half swift water and plenty 
of rocks, which at some stages are hard 
to avoid. It is then rapid water for 
2,000 feet to the White Horse proper, 
which is a dangerous chute about 50 
feet wide for 150 feet. Before running 
through this chute I tried a log through 
it; it went through the centre, but im- 
mediately disappeared, showing the ex- 
istence of subterranean passages, which 
are no doubt dangerous for boats. Made 
the head of Luke Le Barge on the 12th, 
and had the usual difliculty in finding a 
deep channel approaching the lake. 
Was detained at the head of Lake Le- 
Barge until the 14th. The lake 
31 miles long. The Lewis 
river is very swift after leav- 
ing Lake LeBarge, and there are 
many channels before arriving at the 
mouth of the Hootalinqua river, 32 
miles. I made this place safely at eleven 
o'clock that night. I then sailed and 
drifted day and night and experienced 
no difficulty. Kan Five Finger rapids' 
on the 15th at eleven o'clock at night, 
and the Rink rapids, six miles below, 
Bhortly afterwards. I estimated the cur- 
rent of the river at 5.75 miles from here. 
Made Kort Selkirk, the junction of the 
Lewis and Pelly rivers, on the morning 
the 10th, and the mouth of Stewart 
river on the morning of the 17th. I in- 
tended to send a prospecting party up 
this river, but examined the current and 
found it waa high water and 
concluded it would be almost 
impossible to get a boat up 
there. After leaving the Stewart river 
we met a party of five men in a boat on 
the Yukon, po'ling up. They told us of 
a rich strike on Henderson creek and 
wanted us to go with them, but we 
Lifted down sixty miles, where we came 
icross a small store. Here I made in- 
juiries about the Henderson creek 
itrike and was informed that a man 
named Henderson had discovered gold 
on a creek three miles below the mouth 
of the Stewart river. Sixty-five claims 
had been staked out, bo I concluded to 
send two men together in a canoe to 
1 out the truth. Proceeded the next 
day with the other two men and arrived 
at Dawson City on the 18th, camping 
about half amilo below the town feeling 
a little tired, not having had my clothes 
off for 120 hours. 

Hero wo found two steamers, the 
Ellis and Forties B. Weare. Slept on 
six inch moss overlaying perpetual ice 
unknown thickness. Dawson City 
at this time (August 18), consisted of 
Beveral hundred tents Btraggling along 
about a mile and a half in the mud, and 
at tho lower end the steamboats land. 
Joe Ladue baa a sawmill, and the com- 
panies have stores. There were several 
buildings going up, chiefly dance halls 
and saloons. The charge for a drink is 
fifty cents, haircutting a dollar, and 
shave fifty cents, and everything else in 
proportion. Tho Police Reserve haB 
been located, forty acres, and they have 
one log storehouse up. Everything iB 
paid for in dust, and there is very little 
money to be seen. In the midst of all 
this swarming refuse, roots, bushes, etc., 
there is a sweating, swearing mob of 
reeking humanity, moBtly gamblers, 
whisky men find adventurers, with an 
occasional houeBt miner, the usual 
sprinkling of women, Indians, and the 
er present dog. 

On the- 22nd August tho men returned 
from the Henderson creek and reported 
that the discovery was a fake, instigated 
by some man who had Beveral cords of 
cord wood for Bale, and by atarting this 
stampede the steamer Alice, belonging 
to the A. C. Co., waB sent up there, 
charging $25 a head for passengers, tak- 
ing up about 200 men. The gentleman 
sold hia woo l. Theee Btampedea occur 
every f.w days and it is not au uncoui-

mong other things, to say, "The con- 
tract he had with the company required 

im to put on a boat to carry the pas- 
-jngers to St. Michael's, and that he had 
fulfilled, but the men wanted to come 
back, signed an agreement to release 
him from all claims if he would bring 
them back to Victoria, and that, waa 
done." 

I desire to say, with reference to this 
statement on the part of Mr. Davidge, 
on behalf of the passengers on the Bris- 
tol, that the contract referred to was in 
the nature of an ultimatum, submitted 
by Mr. J.ihnaon, purser, and Bigned by 
the passengi rs, under protest. This fact 
is well known by every person on the 
Bristol. Petitions, appeals and remon- 
strances were made to tho purser and 
Captain Mai [ntyre not to take them to 
St. Michael'b, without conveying the 
steamer Eugene, or some other suitable 
boat, to run thw Yukon. There was 
never any intention on tlie part of the 
passengers to waive any rights or claims 
hy reason of being coerced into signing 
an outrageous and unwboly ex parte 
death warrant.

LEAVP^S FROM A DIARY. 

Continued from vage Five. 



mon thins to Bee a man starting out with 
a hundred pounds of dour on his hack 
trying to reaeh eome imaginary diggings. 

There is no night in this country. I 
have seen the Eun go down at 20 minutes 
to 12 at " night " and rise again shortly 
afterwards. 1 decided to build a cabin 
here and started the men to get out the 
logs. The month of June wns absolute- 
ly tropical, the thermometer often regis- 
tering 95 in the shade, and there was 
not a drop of rain. On the 10th of July 
I finished the cabin, the total cost of 
■which, except for labor and the boat, 
■which I broke up and used for flooring, 
being $5, and 1 sold the cabin when I 
left for $500. 

On the 7th of July a tremendous thun- 
derstorm broke up the summer. On 
the 9th some miners brought a dead 
man in a boat and moored the boat to 
the bank below my camp. The man 
had been killed by a tree, which was 
blown down on El Dorado creek, and as 
they would not allow the body to remain 
in the town they brought it down to 
keep the body until the brother of the 
dead man arrived to bury it. He waB 
not a cheerful neighbor, but the only one 
I had, and though not argumentative 
his presence could be felt. Typhoid fever 
appeared in Dawson City, two men be- 
ing buried on the same day as this dead 
man was brought down,. July 9. 

The following is an extract taken ver- 
batim from the diary kept by Mr. 
Secretan on July 11th : " This is perhaps 
a glorious country, and no doubt endur- 
able to a man with a rich claim and de- 
void of human instincts. The day I 
start down the river, even if stony broke, 
will, I think, be the happiest of my life 
Thero is no possible chance to communi 
cate with the outside world, no way to 
get letters out, and when you do get 
them in they come in a bunch, col- 
lected from somewhere by Bomeoue 
who happens to know you. I got 
a bunch of letters last night brought in 
by someone, who said he had heard of 
me. The whole thing is a hideous and 
mysterious irregularity. But nobody 
cares. Yesterday I walked through the 
main street of Dawson City. The filth 
and stench is absolutely poisonous, and 
yet people are rushing up all sorts of 
buildings on top of this festering pile of 
putrid muskegg. I don't wonder that 
typhoid has made its appearance. I re- 
turn to the society of my dead com- 
panion, who lies calmly moored to the 
bank, and almost envy him; all hands 
bavins goue to town. 

" July 12th. Some festive gentleman 
paid $18 for a breakfast consisting of a 
dozen and a half of eggs at $1.50 apiece, 
and on the 13th I bought a bottle of 
alleged rye whiskey, price .$7. 

" The holders of the richest claims on 
El Dorado and Bonanza creeks are 
either Americans or foreigners, gener- 
ally Scandinavians, and no one can 
imagine tiiat ihey are in Canada here. 
The 4th of July was celebrated with the 
usual display of tire-crackers and gun- 
powder, but I did not notice any par- 
ticular demonstration on July 1st. An 
Englishman or a Canadian is looked 
upon, in my opinion, as something of an 
interloper, The steamers are owned by 
Americans, the people are entirely de- 
pendent upon Americans to forward 
their letters, and I have heard of a man 
who offered $3 for a three-cent Canadian 
postage stamp and could not get it." 

" Having made up my mind to re 
turn to civilization, I left Dawson City 
on the T. P. VVeare on July 20th, and 
Cirde City at 9 p.m.— 350 miles down 
the river on the 27— midnight struck on 
a gravel bar. Mr. Eli Weare, the presi- 
dent of the N.A.T.T. Co., was on board. 
We remained stranded on this bar for IS 
days, the entire efforts of the president, 
the captain, the pilot and the Indian 
crew, being unequal to the task of get- 
ting the vessel off. Some passengers 
left us, building a raft and floating down 
stream, and six or seven Indians belong- 
ing to the crew deserted, doing the 
same thing. On August 13 we were 
transferred to the J. J. Healy bound for 
fit. Michael's, but found that on this 
boat there was something the matter 
with the crank pin, which the engineer 
had to repair, and eventually we started 
down stream again on the 15th August 
about 1 p. m. All went well until we 
arrived within eighteen miles of St. 
Michael's on the 23rd, blowing fresh 
from the northwest, and too rough to go 
round to the harbor. Laid here unti 
the 25th at 5 p. m., when we made a 
start and steamed round, arriving at St. 
Michael's at 7 :30 p. m. 

The first ship leaving was the Excel- 
sior, for San Francisco, and I took pass- 
age on board of her, sacriticing my pass- 
age mcnev, which 1 had paid to the N. 
A.T.T. Co., though 1 had the word of 
the president that they would Bend pas- 
sengers down on the lirst vessel, as we 
had misaed the Portland, a ship charter- 
i"i by them running to Seattle. In the 
harbor at Sc. Michael's there were four 
steamers, the Cleveland, Excelsior, 
M luth Coast and National City, a three- 
masted schooner, two small schoonerB 
and a barkentine. People are rushing 
into the country, and all the late San 
Francisco papers eeem to be full of ex- 
aggerated reports of the Klondyke, pos- 
sibly caused by the exhibition of a few 
nuggets taken down by Clarence Berry. 

" The Excelsior Bailed at 11 p.m. Aug- 
ust 20th. On the morning of the 27th, 
at 7 a.m., we struck on mud flats GO or 
70 miles from shore, and grounded in ten 
feet of water. In backing up we struck 
a sunken log and broke three blades of 
the propeller. Trying to kedge her oil' 
proved unsuccessful. The passengers 
turned to anil shifted sixty tons of coal 
forward, which, lightened the stern so 
that she floated off at midnight. Found 
that we could only make at the most, 
with sail and steams, seven miles 
an hour with our broken propeller. 
We made ( tanalaska at last on September 
1st, feeling very glad to have come safely 
through what many ships would fiave 
succumbed to, and on the 2nd the cap- 
tain tried to beach the ship in order to 
take oil' the broken propeller, and sub- 
stitute a spare one we had on board, but, 
owing to the shelving nature of the 
beach, the attempt proved unsuccessful. 
On the 3rd of September we went round 
to Dutch Harbor, where there is a better 
beach. Beached the ship, and on the 
4th the old propeller was taken off by 
the chief engineer successfully, and on 
the 5th the spare one was put on, this 
being considered quite an accom- 
plishment under the circumstances. 
On the 0th, at 3 p. to., 
the steamer Humboldt left for 
Seattle. She was a brand new ship, 
which had 1 een chartered by the mayor 
of Seattle to taka up 200 passengers to 
1 ho diggings 1 1 $300 a head. Very few 
ip.usengeie came down on her. I left, 



the Excelsior and joined the Humboldt, 
as I wanted to got to Seattle. The Ex- 
celsior sailed at 2 p.m., and the Hum- 
boldt at 4 p.m. After a very fine pas- 
sage I arrived at Seattle on the 13th at 
a.m., and had the pleasure of contra- 
dicting the report of the total loss of 
the Eliza Anderson with a hundred of 
her passengers, which I read in the 
morning papers. On the Humboldt we 
had two passengers of the Eliza Ander- 
son, Captain Whiteside and his wife, of 
the shipwrecked whaler, the Nevarch. 
and two passengers who went up on the 
Humboldt, but were dissatisfied with 
the arrangements of Mayor Wood and 
decided to return. 

If the reportB of the number of people 
who are going into the Klondike region 
are truo, there will undoubtedly be a 
scarcity of provisions. The river steam- 
ers belonging to the companies have only 
a limited capacity, and 1 am afraid there 
will bo much suffering if nothing worse 
before the spring opens. There is no 
doubt about the truth of the reports aB 
to the richness of El Dorado and Bo- 
nanza creeks. When I left, Dominion 
creek, which had all been staked out, 
waB attracting; a good deal of atten- 
tion, and was Bupposed to be very rich. 
Miners there who have had much ex- 
perience of the country, say that there 
is no reason to doubt that the tributaries 
on the other side of the divide, as the 
Bald mountains are called, will prove, 
when prospected, aB rich as those already 
touched. In fact no conception of the 
wealth of the country can be gained from 
the cursory work done. But as I have 
said the difficulties and discomforts are 
something indescribable. 

A MOUNTED POLICEMAN TALKS. 

Accompanying Mr. Secretan on his re- 
turn was Mr. S. R. Churchill, who has 
been at Dawson City since early in the 
year of 1895, when he went in with the 
first detachment of the N.W.M.P. He 
describes Dawson City as the most 
orderly camp he has ever seen, and dur- 
ing the time he has. been there lawless- 
ness has practically been non-exiBtent. 
One small knifing affray, growing out ol 
a drunken brawl, was the only thing be 
could call to mind worthy of being dig- 
nified with the name of crime. The 
work of the police hitherto has conBiated 
largely of erecting buildings, logging and 
taking out nosts at Cudabyand Dawson. 
Nearly the whole of the original first de- 
tachment of polico quit at the comple- 
tion of the term, of two years they had 
agreed to serve ; some of them going min- 
ing, a few coming out of the country al- 
together, and others going into business. 
Mr. Churchill says that although there 
is no pretension made at any form of 
city government and no licenses are 
issued for the sale of liquor, the city will 
compare very favorably with citieB on 
the Coast in regard to the respect paid 
to the observance of the law. Mr. 
Churchill goes East to visit friends and 
relatives and will probably return to 
Dawson City in the spring.

A By-Law 

To Regulate the Erection and continuance 
of wash-houses, the Washing and drying 
of clothes in the open air, and for com 
pelling the removal of all structures 
within 40 feet of any street used for the 
purpose of washing and drying clothes 
in the open air. 



'W'HBRBAS it is deemed expedient that 
' the regulations hereinafter contained 
shall be made: 

Therefore the Municipal Council of the 
Corporation of the City of Victoria enacts 
as follows :— 

1. No building of any kind shall be used 
for a wash-house or laundry unless ample 
provision is made for the drainage of all 
slops and materials used in washing, to the 
satisfaction of the Medical Health Ollicer 
or Sanitary Inspector for the time being of 
the City. 

2. Proper washing tubs, or other recepta- 
cles for holding water and materials for 
washing clothes, shall be provided by the 
owner or licensee of every public wash-house 
or laundry, and every such tub or other re- 
ceptacle shall bo 1'itted w ith waste pipesi at 
least two inches in diameter, properly con- 
nected with the public sewers or drains to 
the satisfaction of the said Health Ollicer 
or Sanitary Inspector. 

3. The main waste pipe shall not be less 
than four inches in diameter and shall, if 
inside the bu'lding, be of extra heavy cast 
iron with fittings to correspond ; all branch 
waste pipes from washing tubs or other re- 
ceptacles shall not be less than two inches 
in diameter; every such main waste pipe 
shall finish above the main roof of the 
building as a ventilating pipe and shall be 
carried to a height above all surrounding 
openings and windows. All branch waste 
pipes to tubs or other receptacles Blind be 
titled with strainers so that no rags of any 
kind can pass through. 

4. Should such main waste pipe be under- 
ground and outside the building, vitriticd 
pipe of the size named may be used, except 
the ventilating pipe which must be -1-inch 
standard cast iron. 

5. All waste pipes from tubs or other re- 
ceptacles shall empty over the top of a 
proper vitrified grease trap, with at least 12 
inches removal grating on top and with 
sides built up six inches with good brick 
and oement to prevent splash above the top 
of said grease trap, otherwise a properly 
co : St rue ted lead grease trap may be used 
of at least It! inches diameter, with a 4-inch 
removal screw cap and properly ventilated 
above roof. 

13. All buildings used as wash-houses or 
laundries shall be fitted, in addition to the 
u love-mentioned pines, with proper venti- 
lating pipes or shafts of galvanized iron, 21 
gauge, of the size ol at least LL> inches in 
diameter, which shall be carried above the 
main roof. The opening of such pipe or 
shaft shall be at lean 10 feut above any 
opening or w indow in 1 lie said building, or 
in any adjoining building within 50 feet 
of such pipe or shaft so that all steam or 
odours may have free uoeess to the air 
without catthing a nuisance to the neighbor- 
hood. 

7. livery tub or other washing receptacle 
shall be furnished with t hood which shall 
be placed over and be of sufficient size to 
envelop the same, ami shall he connected 
with the main pipe or shaft by a pipe of 
sufficient capacity to catch ami convey 
away all steam or odours arising from such 
tubs or washing receptacles. 

8. No wooden or other structure or erec- 
tion shall be erected or constructed on the 
outside of any building used as a wash- 
house or laundry, or on any portion of any 
lot or piece of ground used or occupied in 
connection with any wash-house or laundry 
in any part of (he Municipality, within 40 
feet of any street or highway, for the pur- 
pose of, or that ni.-iy be used for, the wash- 
ing, drying or airing in the open air of any 
clothes, linens or other materials of a like 
nature. 

'J. Every wooden or other structure or 
erection now erected or constructed, or in 
course of erection or construction, on the 
outside of any building, or mi any lol or 
piece of ground io any part of the Munici- 
pality, within lu feet of any btreet or high- 
way, for the purpose of, or that may be 
used for, the washing, drying or airing in 
the open air of any clothes, linen, or other 
materials id' the like nature, shall be forth- 
with pulled down and removed by the ow n- 
er, lessee or occupier, and in tlic event of 
the owner, lessee or occupier refusing or 
neglecting to pull down and remove such 
wooden or other structure or erection, the 
I'orporation of the City of Victoria may 
cause such wooden or other structure or 
erection to be pulled down and removed at 

the expense of the owner, less >r occupier 

.-■> refusing or neglecting to pull down the 
same, and may recover theexpense thereof, 
wuli costs, in like manner as municipal 
taxes. 

lu. Any person or persons or the servant 
or agent, servants oragents of any person or 
persons, carrying on business of washing in 
any dwelling contrary to the provisions of 
this by-law shall be deemed guilty of an in- 
fraction thereof. 

II. This By-law may be cited as the 
1 Wash-House By-law, LSU7."

CHILDREN OF ASIA. 



Recent Scientific Researches Confirm 
the Oriental Origin of the 
Coast Indians. 



Dr. Boaz and His Associates Return 
to Victoria After a Season 
in the Field. 



After spending upwards of four 
months among the native tribes of 
Northern British Columbia, Dr. Franz 
Boaz and Dr. Farrand — the experts of 
the British Association and the Ameri- 
can Museum of Natural History— are 
more than ever convinced that all the 
red men of the American Pacilic coast 
are of Asiatic origin. 

The investigations upon which the im- 
portant conclusion is bleed have ex- 
tended over a very large area of rough 
and little travelled territory, in the 
course of which all the tribes along the 
Eraser, in the Hope mountains, atlvam- 
loops and along the Thompson river, liv- 
ing on the Chileotin plains or inhabiting 
theNaas and Skeenaor the Clauds of the 
North — were interviewed, and made the 
object of serious study. 

The physical characteristics of each 
were carefully noted ; measurement and 
photograph were taken, and innumer- 
able casta were made. At the same time 
the customs and traditions of the eeveral 
dusky nations were searched for their 
unwritten history, and their artiBtie ef- 
forts in paintings and rude sculpture 
were looked to for the key to the liddle 
of their existence. 

All these sources of information taken 
together lead but to the one statement 
of fact— confirm but the one theory as to 
the origin of all the Coast races. They 
are, so far as scientists can determine, 
children of the Orient. 

The work done in the British Colum- 
bia interior this summer has been a con- 
tinuation of the scientific explorations of 
the British Association subsequent to 
1S87, while that along the Coast has 
been prosecuted for the American 
Museum of Natural History of Now 
York, at the expense of Morris K. Jes- 
sup, the president of that important in- 
stitution. The present eeason will not 
suffice to complete the work, and next 
year the history of the Indiana from the 
Columbia river to Behring straits, and 
on the Asiatic Bide to lower Siberia, will 
receive consideration. 

Much n?w and interesting information 
in regard to the native tribes of this pro- 
vince has been obtained as a result of 
this year's work in the field by Dr. Boaz 
and his associates. These included Dr. 
Farrand, Mr. Harlin I. Smith and Mr. 
James Tait, of Spence's Bridge. All are 
enthusiasts in research and deep Btu- 
dentB of the characteristics of native 
races. Dr. Farrand and Dr. Boaz have 
just returned to Victoria, and announce 
themselves well satisfied with their sea- 
son's operations, ample testimony that 
they have accomplished much. 

There is no distinctive tribe, modern 
or extinct, within the boundaries of this 
province that has escaped attention, the 
investigations of the savants having ex- 
tended over both Mainland and islands. 
Their work, from beginning to end, has 
been in connection with the grand and 
comprehensive scheme of the British 
Association and the American Museum, 
for the classification of the native races 
of the West, in connection with which 
Professor Boaz baa been earnestly en- 
gaged during ten years past. 

Reaching Victoria in May last, tiie 
party of three went first to Spence's 
Bridge, where rare fossil treasures are 
found in abundance, and where the 
resident tribes as well as the Kara loops 
Indians received thoughtful considera- 
tion. Mr. Smith detached himself from 
the party at Kamloops to pursue his 
archaeological work, and also secured an 
interesting condensation of the history 
of the primal tribes of the interior. 

Doctors Boaz and Farrand with Mr. 
Tait and an Indian guide in the mean- 
while crossed the mountains to the 
Eraser river, giving scientific attention 
to all the Indian inhabitants en route. 
The inlormation which they sought and 
obtained deals chiefly with the physical 
and historical characteristics of the" vari- 
ous tribes, their customs and their rela- 
tionships. 

After making the acquaintance of all 
the tribes along the great southern

Boaz continued ou to the Coast, pursu- 
ing his investigations at Bella Coola and 
Port Esaington, and picking up the 
thread of his researches where it was 
abandoned last year at River's Inlet. 
At Bella Bella Dr. Boaz was rejoined by 
Dr. Farrand, and at Port Eseiugton Mr. 
Smith reunited with the party, at once 
being assigned to complete the archaeo- 
logical work along the FraBer, where ho 
is now busily employed. 

CLEARING} THE 0KANAUAN. 

Taking Awny Obstructions to Navigation 
by Steamers. 

Mr. J. R. Roy, C.E., who has juBt re- 
turned from Vernon and vicinity, re- 
ports, says the Columbian, that he has 
set a gang to work to clear Okanagan 
river, between Penticton and Dog lake. 
The appropriation for this purpose is not 
very large, but tho chief obstructions to 
navigation will be cleared at once, suffi- 
ciently to allow the new steamer to 
make a trip, This steamer will be 
ready in thirty days. This will enable 
the transportation of freight to Okanagan 
falls by water. The sixteen miles of 
trail thus saved is described as being al- 
most the worst in tho country, and re- 
quires teams of six horses to every 
wagon load. There is a tremendous 
amount of freight goine in over that 
route to the Boundary Creek district, 
and employment is given to a great 
many teamsters, one man alone operat- 
ing twenty teams. These teams carry in 
provisions and bring out ore and concen- 
trates, from Fairview and Camp Mc- 
Kinney, and other mining districts. 



Is Not Yet Imminent in Dawson 
City According- to Late 
News. 



Skagway Will Soon Have a News- 
paper to Cheer the In- 
habitants. 



The fear of starvation haB for the pre- 
sent at least ceased to hover before the 
eyes of citizens of Dawson, for in a let- 
ter from that city dated as late as August 
18, tho good news is given that " a boat 
came in to-day with 450 tons, mostly 
grub, and another is following close be- 
hind her." 

This letter ia from James Barlow, a 
former employe of El ford & Smith of 
this city, who left Victoria for the North 
on the 28th of May last. Exactly one 
month later he had reached Dawson, go- 
ing in by the Stickeen river and Tealin 
lake, and then rafting down the river. 

Two days afterwards he was at work 
at $15 a day. It is only about a week 
since Mrs. Barlow heard from him with 
an enclosure of " a week's wages " — 
$105— and now he writes at greater length 
of the progress of affairs. 

"I have made over iftiOO," he says, 
" and haven't seen the mineB yet, as I 
have never once gone out of town, f am 
under cover all the time and have a 
first-class job, or ' yob,' as my Swede 
friend would have it. When the next 
company boat comes up the foreman is 
going out, and I am then to have charge 
of the work, and won't have to lift a 
hand myself. Won't that be a snap? 

" There are a great many people com- 
ing in at present, mostly from Seattle— 
too many, indeed, for they are sure to 
overdo the thing. I think Seattle tnuBt 
begoing crazy. . . . Tell Harry it is 
much too early to look for gold, so' I am 
goine to stay with my job and then go 
mining after that. . . . 

" Dawson is aa yet a city of tents, but 
they are fast turning them into log 
cabins. The company I am working for 
hits three warehouses 30x100, two stores 
30xS and two stories high— and the 
Alaska company has about the same. 
They were run out of almost everything 
this week, and many in here will have to 
cet out aa they came— without supplies. 
There are now about 3,000 people 
here, and more than 1,000 more 
they say on the way. I am pleased 
to think that I came when I did, and 
wish I had been here sooner. There is 
a boat in to-day with -150 tons, mostly 
grub, and another is following close be- 
hind her. Fresh meat is 75 cents a 
pound at present, and moose meat at 
that. Eight head ot" cattle have come 
down the river, but they will have to be 
fattened before they are butchered." 

The P. -I. says: "Tho Skagway 
Times is the name of a newspaper that 
will make its appearance in the eampon 
the beach within the next three weeks 
unlesB the calculations of the proieetors 
are wrong. Tho journalistic venture is 
backed by Williams A: La Patere, of 
Victoria, wiio have started the ' First 
Bank of Skagway.' the safe for which 
was sent up on the Shirley. The men 
who will conduct the (Skagway Times 
are,!. W.Troy and G. T. Ulmer, both 
of Port Angeles. Mr. Troy was formerly 
connected with the Democrat- Leader, 
of the sub-port on the clam beach 
down the straits, and he will write of 
himself as "we." Mr. I'lmer ia an 
actor, promoter, aeronaut ami all-around 
bustler, and he will occupy a conspicu- 
ous niche in tho allairs of the new paper. 
Besides assisting in running a newspaper, 
Mr. Ulmer will employ part of his time 
in the stock yards, which Williams it La 
Patere are also starting, and for which 
Mr. Ulmer ia to take up 100 head of 
cattle. Some lumber is also going up, 
and Mr. Ulmer sayB he may Btart a 
theatre at Skagway. The material for 
the newspaper ollieo and the stock varde 
will bo sent up to Skagway on a "barge 
that will be towed by the tug boat 
Resolute, Saturday. Xorman Smith., 
also of Port Angeles, is to be tho banker 
in charge of the 'First Bank of Skag- 
way.' " 

Victorians are not acquainted with 
Mr. La Potere, but if it ia our own Petri 
who thus embarks in journalism and 
finance every one will wish him success.

The Yosemite was, 
yesterday, called into Bervice to relieve 
the R. P. Rithet on tho Victoria-New 
Westminster run, while that vessel is 
freighting salmon on the Fraser, and the 
Danube baa gone to St. Michael's ; the 
Charmer is on the Esquimalt marine 
ways, and the Islander is busy on her 
run. The Princess Louise got away 
for Wrangel early yesterday morning; 
the Transfer so Beldom eeen, runs 
like clock work on the upper Fraser 
The Maude has always any amount of 
running and packing to do, and the 
Northern and West Coast steamers, the 
Tees and the Willapa, are continually 
engaged, both being booked to leave on 
their respective routeB to-day. TheTeeB' 
cargo inward consisted of 12,10-1 cases of 
salmon, of which amount -1,905 cases 
from the Naaa and 2,841 cases from Mill 
Bay are for the ship Balmoral now load- 
ing on the Fraser; and 1,901 cases from 
Mill Bay, 702 cases from the Balmoral, 
1,000 cases from Lowe Inlet, and 705 
cases from the Royal Canadian.

THE " BOSCOWITZ " REPAIRS,

This will 
complete the Warrimoo's cargo. There 
is no difficulty in filling the Australian 
ships at thiB end of the line. The Aor- 
angi, which goes out on Monday next, 
will be quite as heavily laden, and a full 
load has already been secured for the 
Miowera, the next eteamer to sail. 

The Northern Pacific liner Tacoma 
proceeded to tbe Sound early this morn- 
ing. Second officer Smith has bo fai 
been very successful with his speed- 
registering invention, which, as will be 
remembered, he perfected some time 
ago. The machine ia now being applied 
to some vessels in Hongkong, and if 
workable to the degree it is believed it 
can be, Mr. Smith's fortune will have 
been made. 

The American bark J. M. Griffiths, 
which has been loading props at Salt 
Spring Island, cleared yesterday for 
Santa Rosalia.
